Canada— The Debate 021 the 
Scandal ! 



Ottawa, Oct.G8 — DoLmto on the ail dr ess 
iu reply to theJQovumoi'-Oeaeral'alspoodh 
•was opened to-day iu the House of Com- 
' inons. Mackenzio moved an amendment 
declaring that the conduct of the Minis- 
try with regard to tho Pacific Railway 
deserves the soverost censure. Political 
circles are in a state of feverish excite- 
ment, both sides using tho utmost exer- 
tions to make the first vote decisive. Tho 
approaching discussions are expected to 
bo most acrimonious. The best opinions 
uro that tho Government will bo sustained 
on tho first vote by a small majority, but 
that after tho first division tho majority 
will increase. It is now snid that lliol 
wiU not bo in his place. 

Oitawa, Oct. 30— Tho debate on the 
Pacific scandal was resumed to-day in the 
House of Commons. Tho arguments 
were nearly the samo as before. Botli 
sides indulged more or less in personal 
vituperation, although tho Ministerialists 
seemed to bo tho most familiar with these 
weapons. Tho members who have usual- 
ly votod with tho Government made 
Bpeochos, strongly protesting that the 
Pacilio charter has been sold to Sir Hugh 
Allen upon monetary considerations, ami 
that tho money so received was expended 
in corruping electors. Th'areoent Govern- 
ment supporters expressed tho intention 
of voting against the Ministry. Where 
the position is most critical they are lobby- 
ing, and in a few hours more wo shall, 111 
all probability, seo them defeated. Both 
parties feol that tho majority iu eithercase 
will bo small, and in consequence no ef- 
forts will be spared to secure votes. 

Ottawa, Nov. 1 — A lato dispatch says 
the Hon. Mr. Tilley, Minister of Finance, 
took the floor and entered into a loun de- 
femco of tho Ministry. Although not per- 
sonally involved by tho scandalous' reve- 
lations, ho expressed his intention of sink- 
ing or swimming with those with whom 
- be had been associated. Mr. Laflamme, 
the well-known Montreal lawyer, follow- 
ed in support of tho charge. Ho care- 
fully classified tho evidence and the infer- 
ences to bo drawn, and said that despite 
all the sophistry of ministerialists, the 
only verdict which could properly be 
given was guilty, and consequently the 
Ministry should be relieved from tdV 
duties which they had so much abused. 
A number of guns of smaller calibro fol- 
lowed. The debate was kept up untilafter 
midnight, when Sir John A. Mncdonald 
moved au adjournment until six o'clock 
on Monday, when ho will have the floor, 
to be followed by Hon. Mr. Blake. At 
the conclusion of Mr. Blake's address a 
vote on McKenzie's amendment of want 
of confidence will bo taken. Speakers 
are frequently interrupted by the Oppo- 
sition loudly demanding the vote, 

Ottawa, Nov. & — In the Dominion Par- 
liament last night, Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald delivered a d-hours' speech, lasting 
till 2 o'clock this a.m. Ho reviewed the 
constitutioual question and the appoint- 
ment of the Commission,- observing that 
he relied upon the report and considered 
it beneath him to vindicate the character 
of the Commissioners. Judge Wilson, a 
political opponent of his, had declared 
that ho saw nothing to criminate tho Gov- 
ernment. Had ho (Sir John) yielded to 
the blackmailing attempt of McMullen 
these charges would never have been 
heard. Ho referred to the charges made 
against himjin connection with the Wash- 
ington Treaiy, and to his triumphant re- 
futation of them. He alluded to the po- 
licy of his Government respecting Nova 
Scotia and British Columbia, challenging 
the leader of the Opposition to appoint a 
committeo to investigate tho whole ques- 
tion of expenditure in reference to the 
elections, and ho expressed confidence 
that tho result Wfluld show that more 
members of the Opposition owed their 
seats to corrupt means than on the Minis- 
terial side. He strongly blamed Sir Hugh 
Allan for dolay in apprising his Ameri- 
can friends of tho fact that the Govern- 
ment had determined on having nothing 
to do with them, and ho would not screen 
tho living at tho expenso of the dead, but 
neituor Sir Georgo Carrier nor any other 
single Minister was to bind the Govern- 
ment. He defended the Directors of tho 
Pacific Railroad, and quoted English pre- 
cedents for his own handling of tho elec- 
tion fund. He expressed regret that Hun- 
tington had not been beforo tho Royal 
Commission to cross-examine. Ho defied 
his opponents to show him in tho Pacific 
Charter anything which would bear out 
tho charge that Sir Hugh Allan had ob- 
tained ony preference or advantages. Ho 
declared himself equal to victory or de- 
feat, andappealed to the House to support 
the man who had spent his life-time in tho 
service of Canada. 

Ottawa, Ont., Nov. -1. — An intense ex- 
citement prevails hero on the result of 
the dobate on the Pacific Railronq charges. 
It is anxiously waited fur. Mr. Blake, 
who commenced his argument against the 
Government yesterday, resumed it this 
afternoon, making a telling speech of 
seven hours. Ho reviewed tho whole 
proceeding and discussed tho constitu- 
tional questions. He explained tho royal 
prerogative and cleared away the soph- 
isms of tho procoding speakers, making a 
clear case of guilt against tho Govern- 
ment. 

Hillyard Cameron warmly took up the 
cudgel for tho Government. Ho impugn- 
ed tho veracity and motives of the gentle- 
men wdio brought tho charges against tho 
Government. Ho denied that tho allega- 
tions had been proved. Even if they 
wero, tho gcntloinon of tho Opposition 
were far worse. Ho made a vory fair 
speech of special pleading, but nothing 
more. 

Laird said that a fair and candid study 
of tho evidence led him to conclude that 
Sir John Macdonnld and his Cabinet 
wore generally unworthy longer to retain 
office. 

Ottawa is crowded with visitors, the 
number of contractors and Government 
lobbyists being alarming. Every effort, 
whothcr by bribery or intimidation, is 
mado to induce a support of the Govern- 
ment. 

St. John, N. B., Nov. 2 --- J. Nicholas 
Doyle, while walking with his wife on 
Saturday, shot her dead and then shot 
himaolf. 

Tohonto, Oct. 31-.-Yosterday tho sehr. 
Anna Boll Chamberlain, bound from 
Frenchman's Bay to this port, laden with 
lumber, wont ashore while rounding tho 
lighthouse. A tug immediately wont to 
her, Assistance, nntTon boarding tho ves- 
Ht:l, the captain was found lying insen- 



sible on deck, his son was lushed to tho 
rigginu and quite dead, and four of llin 
crew had been washed overboard and 
drowned.

Sir,— Since my last letter Dease Creek 
lias prospected remarkably well. I will 
now go on to give you a littlo memoran- 
dum of the ground Located nud I li^ pros- 
peets that have beou obtained; also tlio 
weather. 

Tlio Fardown Co. aro making from 1% 
t to.2/4'oz.to the band, working on bed 
• rock. This claim is tlio furthest one 
down the Creek and is about two niilos 
from tho mouth of the ('rook. 

The Carleano Co., John James Co. pros- 
pects well; the Bath Co. prospects well. 
Tho Lyons Co. rooked 12bubkets and got 
$8 off tho bod rock. The Discovery Co. 
is dinning up drain, washing the gravel 
with rocker, and making from $12 to 2% 
oz. por day to tho hand. Tho Forest 
Rose Co. from 2 to 5 o/.s. a day to tlio 
baud, working on bed rock. The Whig 
Co. from 1 to '2% oz. to tho hand per 
day, not on bed rock. The Canadian Co. 
prospects well, to 7 pans of dirt,$9 50. 
The Campbell company, running pros- 
pect drive, made from 815 to §20 to tho 
band. Tho Miller claim made from 814 
to §18. The California company prospects 
from 25cts to $1 to the pan in the gravel.

five miles; this Creek T know will pay at 
tho least for 7 miles, and may pay for a 
greater- distance farther. The men work- 
ing on this Creek did not get over from 
10 to 10 days work, tho weather setting in 
cold and snowing, and no provisions. All 
the money taken out lias been done by 
rockers and nans; no sluices have boon 
worked. on this Creek. This Creek takes 
its rise in a large basin where there are 
numerous crooks emptying in as largo as 
William' Creek and Grouse, which run 
tliaough a quartz and .slate country. From 
tho Lake to the head of Dease Creek must 
bo about 10 miles; and its course ia North 
North East aid South South West. Tho 
bed rock iB from 1G feet deep to as far as 
known. 

I will now givo you n little description 
of TJ ibert Creek. Tho gold on thisereolc 
is principally all on tho bed rock, audit 
will pay for rive miles that] wo know of.

[Balore Justice Crease.] 

Monday, Nov. 10. 
Court met at 10 o'clock. 

ATTEMM AT 15APE. 

Joseph 'Waterman , indictod for making 
an attempt at rape on a littlo girl. Tho 
prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

Tho Attornoy-Gonoral appeared for tho 
prosecution; Mr. Thoo. Davio for the de- 
fence. 

A jury, of which Mr. "W. Thomson was 
foreman, was empaunoled to try tho case. 

After a brief address from tho Attornoy- 
Ooneral tlio prosecution called George 
Wynne, who deposed to scoing tho littlo 
girliu company with tho prisoner, who 
was acting indecently towards her. 

Tho evidence of the child, who is of a 
tender ago, was not admitted, and aftor 
hoariug tho evidence of tho father and 
constable Clark, Mr. * Theo. Davio con- 
tended thnt the prisoner was in a state of 
mind bordering upon insanity at the 
time and was not responsible for his 
acts. 

Dr. Helmckon deposed that ho attend- 
ed the prisoner on tho day ho was arrest- 
ed and that he was on tho vergeof delirium 
tremens and not in his right senses. 

Tho Attornoy-Gonoral scouted the idea 
that the prisoner was insane, and alluded 
his subsequent acts to show that ho was 
in tho possession of his senses. 

After a charge from tho Judge tho jury 
retired and soon returned with a verdict 
of guilty of attempt to commit rape. 

MUKDEllOUS ASSAULT. 

Bob, an Indian, charged with striking 
Hugh Russell on tlio head with a stone, 
pleaded not guilty. 

J. F. Crowley testified to seeing the 
prisoner strike Russell on tho head with 
a stono from behind; prisoner ran away, 
but he was afterwards arrested. 

Hugh. Russell swore thnt ho received 
the blow described by the last witness. 
Never saw tho Indian before ho was 
brought into witness' cabin while witness 
was suffering from tho effects of tho 
blow. 

Dr. Matthews testiiled that lie attended 
the prosecutor who was suffering from a 
severe blow ontho back of the head. 

Petor Lester assisted in arresting tho 
prisoner as ho was running away. Ho 
attempted to throw a stono and tried to 
got over a ieuce, when Mr. King siezod 
him. 

Mr. Lawson, interpreter, communicated 
tho evidence taken to the prisoner. 

Tho jury convicted tho prisoner and 
tho Court was adjourned till 10 o'clock on 
Tuesday morning. 

— Tho 
funeral of tho late Albert H. Guild took 
place on Sunday afternoon from his lato 
residence, and was attended by an im- 
meuso conceuirso of people. Tho funeral 
was conducted under tho auspices of Vic- 
toria Lodge of Odd Fellows, nssisted by 
tho Encampment and the Columbia nnd 
Dominion Lodges.

The Burial Horvico of tho 
Church of England was performed by the 
Very Rev. Dean Cridge, and upon arriv- 
ing at Ross Bay Cemetery tho Burial Ser- 
vice of the Odd Fellows was road by 
Councillor Morton, who is N. G. of Vic- 
toria Lodgo, and tho body was com- 
mitted to the gravo amidst tho impres- 
sive silence of tho largo concourso.

Wo regret deeply to notice the death 
of Lieutenant-General Charles Hay, tho 
officer wdio supported Sir J, Witworth in 
introducing small-bore rifles, and for 
nearly fifteen years as betid of the 
Hythe School of Musketry trained the re- 
gular soldiers and officers of the volun- 
teers. Day after day for year,; he stood 
on that bleakshingle watching everything 
that went on, ruling all concerned by un- 
failing decision, energy, and personal 
ability in the use of weapons. He want- 
ed to make England a nation of marksmen, 
and if he did not quite succeed, lie left 
us with 300,000 civilians among the popu- 
lation who on the day of need could stand 
side by sldo with any infantry in tho 
Line.
